stands committed." 


But tho lied proposnlB, ho con 


tinned, are a "very clone npproxl 
matlon" of the U. N. resolution 
and "scorned to afford n promlu- 
Ing, solid basis for a sohitlon ol 
the immediate problem." 


"It should bo possible to amplify 


them or vary them by nijreemenl 
where necessary," Nehru continu- 
ed, ridding: 


"Wo would welcome any solution 


accepted by the parties concerned, 
but feel such a solution is much 
more likely to be found 
on the 


basis of. the United Nations reso- 
lution." 


The U. N, resolution, adopted las 


December, provided that the U.N 
would take custody of any POW'S 
refusing repatriation after a four 
nation repatriation commission had 
had them for 00 days and a poll 
tlcul conference on Korea had dis- 
cussed their future for another 30 
days. 


The Communists last wck pro 


posed that a five-nation reputrla 
lion commisfiion — Including India 
— take over the, prisoners for foui 
months.
